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THE SERPENT'S MEAT. 



The ScTpeiit's meat is falsehood and deception, and 
comelh out of the mouth of the false I'rophet, and out of the 
mouth of a Beastly spirit, and in another form called the 
Dragon; these three forms represent three appparancea of 
the Serpentine spirit, called in Rev, three unclean spiritB, 
like Frogs, which came out of the mouih of the Dragon, and 
out of the mouth of the Beasl, and out of the mouih of the 
false Prophet. Frogs are the oulward serpent's meat; there- 
fore the words that come out of the moulh of the false Pro- 
phet, and which are of the Dragon's beastly spirit, are like 
frogs, ike serpent's meal, for they are the spirils cf devils, or 
lying spirits which the serpent lives upon and feeds his 
princes upon, who are out of the knowledge of God, because 
they abide not in the doctrine of Jesus Christ; tliey have not 
God; for whosoever abidelh in the doctrine of Jesus Christ, 
hath both the Father and the Son, and the Son lives by the 
Father of Truth, who comes to destroy the work of false- 
hood, the devil, his kingdom and power. 

True Faith is substance, and an evijence of God to the 
soul which has it in its possession; it is that gift of God 
which shields the mind with the presence of God as a king, 
and unites the soul as a subject by his covenant as a keeper 
in his way that we should walk in and be safe from all evil, 
under the shadow of the Almighty presence of Jacob's God, 
who blessed him and kept him his life long, and owned him 
snd called him by his name, Israel, saying, thou art mine, 
asit is written, "i am the Giodof Abraham, the God of Isaac, 



and the God of Jacob, this is my name forever and' my me- 
morial to all generations." Such living witnesses lived by 
the covenant they inherited through their God, who was their 
memorial, and their covenant keeper, and their witness or 
memorial everlasting; having their names written in that* life 
which owneth them that are his, and that are sealed to the 
rock of His salvation; for the foundation of God standeth 
sure, both in knowledge, in worship, and the redemption of 
the Lord's people, whose righteousness is of himself that leads 
his children; as the Apostle saith, as many as are led by the 
spirit of God are the sons of God, such are heirs of faith by 
the covenant of life, and such are of the true church, being 
born of the covenant of life, and are the son of man by doing 
the will of God, or keeping the covenant of love; such a man 
Jesus calls his mother, sister and brother, these are included 
in the household of faith, which hath the victory over the 
world and all its covetous, selfish, or idolatrous nature, that 
rules in the children of disobedience, and that are of an airy 
light spirit of darkness, which wicked spirit gathereth to- 
gether against the battle of the great day of Almighty God ; 
3iat great day is the light of Truth, which will make the 
Serpent's meat and his kingdom manifest to be darkness, 
falsehood and a form of deception ; and him to be the accuser 
of the brethren, being in the envy of that covetousness which 
serves the God of this world, in his wisdom that is dead to 
Grod, and his sure covenant with his living people, who are 
all taught of the Lord and are established in His everlasting 
righteousness, which is their soul's clothing and a wall of de- 
fence round about them of everlasting light, which is the 
spirit of truth that leadeth into all truth, and which is the 
only consolation of Israel and hope of the' saint's glory. 

The battle ground with the den of hypocrisy is Justice and 
Truth ; and the innocent do not leave that ground and pillar, 
which supports the house of the living Grod ; a den is a covert 
for the devourer and the thief; imaginary faith is the hypo- 
crite's hope, which must fail, because it is not on the ground 
of justice and truth, and is not substance, but an imagination 
of a rea/%1 in a natural or animal spirit Justice and Truth 



are the Lord's weapons of war and battle axe of defence in 

Jacob, which breaks (o pieces nations ai d destroys king- 
doms. 

Hypocrisy is the den or stronghold of ir lagination, which 
claims to be the house of Judah and the h luse of Israel by 
tradition, and that leaches the traditions of men for doctrine, 
and thereby robs God of his kingdom by sel ting up their own 
teaching of doctrine which is from the ep rit of this world, 
and is. not of the Father of Truth, but of the world which 
lielh in wickedness; such are the accuser of the brethren, 
because they will not worshin their imajre of the Truth, which 
IB in the death and nc life. They that

neither are any eiiligh »m of God which 

they have lost, and by i come in bondage 

to corruption, or the Gc 3 servants ye are 

to whom ye yield your ey. 

Men cannot lose wl session; and if a 

king is lost to any man .^,., ^nd the words king- 

dom lost, moans both ki .uu iiuijjt;i;t lost. Jesus represents 
the piece of lost silver I ^j the kingdom of innocence which 
the woman once had, fu. she said she had found that which 
the had lost, and not what some olker person had lost for her; 
he describes the house as being dirty and dark, and without 
rejoicing, until it was found; so when the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, it is an empty, swept and garnished 

The Kingdom of Heaven is likened unto a treasure hid in 
a field, which when a man lindeth, for joy, he hideth, and 
then goeth and setleth all that he hath and buyeth that field; 
it is certain such a man has no title to that field and cannot 
-have a deed without complying with the covenant, or selling 
all he has, which is of himself, that he may he the subject 
of a king whose covenant he has broken, and in oonsequenoe 
of that breach, the King of the Truth hath hid that kingdom 
from the wisdom and prudence of the fleshly mind, and owns 
the field which is only held by the conditioDs of fulfilUn^ tlw 
corenant of life. 



When a man finds the true treasure he goeth to the owner 
to make a new covenant, having lost his innocence in the 
capacity of a child which the Truth owns, as his own life 
and light of peace, which enlightens every man coming into 
the world ; but when any choose their own way they are de- 
luded and die in Adam ; for all must live in Adam or Inno- 
cence, and also live in the kingdom of Grod, before they can 
die to it or lose it; then a man finds the treasure in the pos- 
session of him that hid it, who said, seek, and ye shall find, 
knock, and it shall be opened unto you. Jesus told the peo- 
ple he came to seek and save that which was lost, not that 
he (Jesus) had lost the kingdom, but that he was the Truth 
and the Life, which is light and not darkness — so he sought 
that in others which they had lost — but he had it in his pos- 
session and followed the King of Heaven, and preached His 
kingdom of righteousness and peace: His concern was to 
awaken souls to a sense of poverty of spirit and a hungering 
and thirsting after doing right. A real hunger and thirst to 
do right is the only true ground to see and hear right, and 
no other principle is a spirit that the only Wise God will ac- 
cept, and help in the remembrance of his mercy, it is only to 
the humble-hearted and contrite in spirit. The first principle 
of love is a desire to do right, or to live on the word of righ- 
teousness or Truth, and that is every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God. 

God is a spirit of truth, justice and equality in all his 
ways, and that soul that sins shall die, — and is it not because 
it has broken the covenant of life ? For the promise of life 
is only on the conditions of obedience, so the Kingdom of 
Heaven, which is righteousness and peace, is lost by disobey- 
ing the King of Heaven and loving another king, which is 
of darkness. 

Sin is first conceived in thought, as the mind is allured^ 
then iniquity is the fruit of death : — Such chose darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds are evil and corrupt ; 
and whatever form of corruption it may appear in, it is in 
the deceitfulness of unrighteousness. The spirit of Justice 
requires that every man should live by the covenant that he 



makes witb the true Giod. Abraham boug it the field where 
the treasure was hid, Jacob and David alsc did, and so have 
k11 had to do that have been of the house of udah and Israel, 
which is the house of prayer and the praise f the living God, 
which comes from his kingdom or throne; such people are 
taught of the Lord and are established in s rinliteousness, 
and they do not go to a brother or a neig jor to know the 
Lord ; they depend on the Lord for tliat nowledge of his 
kingdom; therefore, such hide the treasure and do not go to 
mea to buy it, who claim lo have it and do .at own it.

is a God at hand, that iiiakes and keeps covenant with the 
faithful who live by tue faith they receive from him, the 
fountain of life. 

Those who depend upon the faith which oilier men have 
received, and the word that other men have lived upon for 
their obedience, depend upon other men's righteousness j and 
in corrupt principles the hypocrite claims that to be the son 
of man in himself which really was the son of David or some 
other righteous man which he claims himself to be the mother 
of, and that he is blessed because another man has brought 
forth the righteous seed, while he is trying to live upon a 
corrupt treasure which the evil man brings forth out of an 
evil heart; for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speakelh and is either justified or condemned by those words. 
Then it is by the words that we speak, and not by the words 
that another man has spoken, that we are justified by faith, 
for the words are of the treasure of the heart, and if the words 
come frora an evil treasure they are evil and the man that 
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conceived them is guilty, and not another man, for God k 
Justice and Truth, and His ways are equal and right. 

The truth judges the hypocrites who say they see or hare 
light : and it comes to make them blind. Jesus does not say 
the faith of another man shall save any — but thy faith hath 
saved thee, which faith is substance and evidence, as it is 
further written. This is the victory, even our faith, which 
doth not mean the heir of Truth in another soul or man, for 
that soul that sins shall die, and that soul that doth right 
shall live by its righteousness, for all souls are in the hands 
of Grod, who is not mocked, but dealeth equally and in truth, 
whose wisdom is without partiality and without hypocrisy. 
Hypocrisy is a grave that appears not to be a grave, or a 
grave that is so covered that men fall in it unawares; a 

frave of corruption contains bones that have once lived, but 
ave become dead, and are in the nature of death, and are 
infectious uncleanness, like the leaven of the Pharisees; such 
as call good evil and evil good, and put light for darkness 
and darkness for light. 

There are those who come unto you in the form and clo« 
thing of sheep, when inwardly they are the devouring wolf, 
which comes to rend and devour the true flock of Christ,— 
such false prophets say, Jesus Christ found the foundation 
principle in the soul itself. 

The Truth is the life of the Father and lives by the Fa- 
ther's will, which is the word of God, the saint's king, so that 
assertion is a lie, and comes from a lying spirit, and is like a 
fVog, that comes from the form of a prophet that puts Jesus 
Christ in a lost and fallen representation, and not in the im« 
age of God and his glory, but like unto corruptible man, who 
is in the death and in the uncleanness of the soul its$if, or 
without the true God, and in this world that resteth in wick- 
edness and assumeth to be the judge of Grod and his people. 
When the beastly spirit has chang^ Christ, the glory of God, 
into an image made like unto corruptible man, then the 
Dragon takes another form of a lying spirit, saying, Jesus 
found that light which he never lost^ and thus calls darkness 



light, and speaks af the domioiDD of Revelation, and says it 
shines in every man's heart, and tlierafore joins the whole 
human race in the unity of equal rig hts. Oli! tlie abomina- 
tion of such ductriue of deviU, that puts fallen niaa equal 
■with God, and Christ the light of trut h, to be in a lost state, 
in which state, he, the truth, found the foundation principle, 
which implies that Jesus Christ had lost his king, and had 
become a servant of corruption, and was not in tlie honor 
and glory of God, and his Father's image or representation 
and power of salvation, thai kept him from falling and is suf- 
ficient in principle to raise all who love his app afing, and 
that seek God through a real hunger and ihir t after doing 
right; for the doer of right only can be justified, and those 
wno really hunger afler that way and that truth will be filled 
with that life which is the principle of light, and is not dark- 
ness, nor death, nor its kingdom, the power of i:jatan, but is 
the wisdom of God, and the power of translation from darlc- 
ness to light, and from the power of Satan into the kingdom 
of the dear Son of God, who is the seed of the everlasting 
covenant of life; and without that sure covenant of mercy 
there cannot be any seed of God's kingdom raised up, which 
is the church of the first born from the dead, through a pure 
and clean covenant in man the Temple of God, who will not 
dwell within a corrupt temple, or an unclean habitation; 
God's temple is pure, and is only in the pure of heart, who 
receive the lijjhl of life from the uovenaiit of inorcy, who 
s&veth by his own spirit of intercession, and his own power or 
everlasting arm, which b not shortened that it cannot save, 
neither is his ear heavy that it cannot hear the crying of the 
poor and the sighing of the needy, but it is only those who 
cry for what they have done wrong, and sigh afier doing 
right, su<^h arc the Lord's poor, that need right bread, holy 
bread, just bread, and the right way, and not their own way, 
but the way of the righteous judge, and who will wait for his 
judgment to worship him in, that made heaven and earth, the 
sea and the fountains of water. Such worship not created 
things, but the Creator of all the creatures for man's use, to 
be in subjection to the wisdom and power of God in mui, or 
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the law of righteoosDess; which comes from the author and 
finisher of the saint's faith, which is the shield of the righteous, 
who seek the Lord and his testimony of witness before Grod 
and his church, or the people He teaches and walks in, even 
in their midst, by the spirit of the Lamb, called the son of 
man, and the Son of Grod, or the true and faithful witness in 
all that do the will of the holy One, and are joined to the 
Lord, and are one spirit by the bond of peace, which keepeth 
the household of faith together, for the mutual strength and 
comfort of the body, which is the church and house of the 
living Grod, for his glorious holiness to dwell in, to show forth 
his praise, who ordereth his throne and establishes it in righ- 
teousness, which shall remain forever, by an everlasting cove- 
nant in all that do the will of God, and are fed by that inno- 
cent lamb or spirit, that is in the midst of the throne of God, 
where there is no curse to them that follow not guile, but 
Innocence (which is Truth) whithersoever he leadelh them ; 
such dwell on high, their bread is given them, and their 
water is sure, and their defence is the munition of rocks, that 
cannot be moved. 

Jesus Christ declared the house of God to be an house of 
prayer, to which house he addresses all as onej to watch unto 
prayer, least they enter into temptation, and in the prayer 
which he taught, he appealed to the father of Truth as a 
keeper from temptation and a deliverer from evil, as the 
power and kingdom was and is his only, to give to any that 
possess it not. That kingdom which is to come, is mystery, 
hid with Christ in Grod, and when opened is revealed bread 
from heaven. God is all light, for in him there is no dark, 
ness, nor variableness, not even the shadow of turning; this 
is the nature of the spirit of Grod, the first moving cause of 
creation; He being separate from the earth, and a power 
above it, and over it, and not of its nature, for the earth was 
without form, and void, and in darkness, which covered the 
face of the great deep; here the earth is represented in its own 
nature without form, in the mixture, darkness, and confusion, 
or without form, and darkness was upon the face (or appear- 
ance) of the elements, called the great deep; and the first

He who desires to climb over Grod's will in prayer, is a 
liar when he calls Grod father; and is heathenish in spirit, 
and in the vain repetition, and in the carnal mind, which is 
death, and is at enmity with God, so not reconciled to the 
truth or will of God, who is the author and finisher of the 
saint's faith and sanctification. 

Men must pray in spirit, and in understanding also, that 
pray in the light or in the name of the Son of God, who is 
light, and is not death or darkness. Prayers and odors of 
the saints are in that spirit which proceeds from the Author 
of good, who is life, and wisdom, and giveth his virtues to 
them that are led by the truth into the worship of God, who 
is spirit, and He seeketh such spiritual worshipers to worship 
him in truth, in his form or way, which is equal with God, 
in the living faith of the gospel word, by which, faith is re- 
vealed from one degree to another, which makes manifest the 
righteousness of God and his mysteries of faith, (1 Tim. 3d 
and 9th) which are held in a pure conscience, and not in a 
defiled heart. 

There is a natural body which is not of Christ, and there 
is a natural man in his natural wisdom (called the world's 
wisdom, or properly called created wisdom) which knows not 
the order of God, nor his form or image, nor his glory, be- 
cause it seeks its own glory in itself, and in its dominion over 
the truth; such are earthly, sensual and devilish, who des- 
pise the dominion of God, and are not conformed to his im- 
age, but are in the imagination of an evil heart; such love 
things of sense as the faith which is of the hearing of the 
ear, and what the carnal evil eye seeth — that is in the death, 
which sight the truth condemns, or reproves, and is sent to 
make blind such sight, — and to give sight to them that he 
makes blind. To them who sat in darkness he was eyes, 
and to them who were in the region and shadow of death 
light sprung up; but it was to such only that his judgments 
were made manifest or revealed, which gives the knowledge 
of salvation by the remissions of sins. For the baptism of re> 
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pentance must first be known and wilnesset before the gen- 
cratioit of vipers can be destroyed in any fo m, either in sin, 
or form of righteousness, — such thoughts ar i ways, ihat are 
not truth, must be judged down, that God ms ' prepare stones, 
and raise them up that are living in faiih, an not dead stones, 
for God is able to raise the dead who are w ling to deny self 
and all claim to Abraham, while under the .TBth of God, or 
coniiemnation, which is a glorious ministri ;iori, and causes 
men to flee from the wrath to come and ma re covenant, and 
so become the children of Abraham by di ng the works of 
hia feith, which brings forth the rejoicing ol Abraham's daj-,

God has hid liis treasures from the wise 
and prudent; that which God hides is mystery and man can- 
not search it out. He hides his kingdom like the leaven in 
the meal, until their natures become one, as they that are 
joined to the Lord are one spirit, — then the revelation of the 
fatlier takes place, and the ligiit is not hid, but shines out of 
darkness into our hearts to give us the knowledge of the glory 
of God, in the face of Jesua Christ — (face is appearance,) 
- which is light, for his face did shine as the sun in his strength, 
which outwardly ia the medium of revelation. Those to whom 
this son is given, or on whom it arises with healings in his 
wings, are such as fear his name, and come to the hour of 
his judgment, and are prepared to hear the everlasting gospel 
to the church, that hath ears to hear what the living spirit 
sayelh to the living church. Fear God and give glory to the 
Creator, and not lo the things created, for the hour of his 
judgment must Arst come, and take away sensual judgment 
and knowledge, in self-hutniliation, before a man or men can 
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worship in the throne of Grod, or do his will, which is heaven; 
for the pleasure of his will were all things created and made 
for the purpose of worshiping God, and not to be idolized in 
the bondage of corruption, that holds the soul in the bondage 
of death. The Truth is the revealer of mystery. He judges 
not after the sight of the eye, or the hearing of the ear, but 
in spirit and principle. Because the spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the 
poor. That bread is mystery, the world knows not that meat. 
He sets at liberty the captive and opens the prison house to 
them that are bound ; here is set forth God's marvelous work 
or mystery of his kingdom, who has the keys of death and 
can release the prisoners from the darkness of Satan, and set 
free from his power and translate them into the kingdom of 
his son's glorious liberty, wherein the righteousness of God 
is revealed from faith to faith by the glorious gospel, which 
is the wisdom and power of God unto salvation to every one 
that belie veth. Knowledge is mystery to all who are shut 
up in darkness, and those who say there is no mystery in 
godliness deny the faith of Jesus Christ, who came to seek 
and save that which was lost and hid in mystery to the world 
and its foundation. The apostle calls the engrafted word a 
mystery, and would not have men to be ignorant of it, least 
they should be wise in their own conceits and not be of the 
election of faith, by which the fathers were blessed ; for Abra- 
ham was in the faith before circumcision, which was a sign 
for a seal of promise, but faith in which the election of God 
stands is substance, and was before circumcision, and unites 
both Jew and Gentile in Christ, the end of the law, to every 
one that believeth spiritually or livingly, and not carnally, 
for such are dead and ignorant of the mystery of the kingdom 
of heaven ; and when men are ignorant of the righteousness 
of Grod, and go about to establish their own righteousness by 
sensual evidence, or by what they know naturally, they are 
not ashamed to speak evil of dignities, and by that means 
they take away the key of knowledge, by asserting that all 
men are in the new and living covenant, and by that cove- 
nant all men know God, from the least to the greatest of them.

OD Other men's ibundations and experience, as the Jcey of 
knowledge, by which such become blind guides; as the key 
of David is only given to those that overcome the world by 
that stone, which will break to pieces every worldly image, 
and make them subject to the elements of creation, of which 
they are composed, and carry them away, so that there shall 
no place be found for Ihem, Then Christ, the Truth, will 
become a great mountain, and so fill the tabernacle that there 
will be no place led to do evil. When the mountain of the 
Lord's house is exalted above the mountains, and established 
above the hilU, and all nations shall Row unto it, then peace 
will flow as a river, and righteousness as the waves of the 
na, whioh is, in the mighty power of God, set in its form and 
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order to show forth His praise, who holdeih iho heavens in 
his hand and measures the earth as with a span, and makes 
a swadling hand for the sea, that it cannot pass the bounds 
which he has decreed by his wisdom for the establishment of 
his throne, that the living may praise him through the deep, 
and in the firmament that sets forth his handy work, and 
every living creature in his covenant or house of praise is 
blessed by its order to support God's image or representation 
on the earth. Bless His holy name, all that is in the deep, 
yea, every creature through man for whom in innocence all 
things were made, that he might see the glory of God, and 
show forth his praise to the living, in all generations, which 
will call them that do the divine will blessed : such are the 
mother and brethren of the true son of man, or form of .God's 
wisdom and power over sin, death and corruption, called the 
sword of the spirit to the evil thought, and they pluck out 
that evil eye or root of corruption, the soul's affections to the 
God of this world. Cast that eye from thee, if thou wilt enter 
into life, and see the glory of God by being his heir, and be 
led by comfort into comfort that never fadeth away. 

From one who seeks not proselytes but principles of con- 
version to strengthen the brotherhood, and in that which fears 
God and honors the King Immortal, the only wise Grod, who 
has but one potentate; through whose spirit of wisdom we 
can have access to his father in all his brethren, who own 
but the one faith which He is the author and finisher of. In 
love unfeigned, I profess friendship with Truth, and make 
confession thereof before men. 
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
